Mike Moir, administrator of the BSFA awards since 1986, resigned last 
year, but was asked to handle this years awards when no-one could be 
found to replace him, Unfortunately, by then it was too late for BSFA 
members fo vote in time for Contrivance. There are no rules governing 
the administration of the awards: Basically, Mike explained, “the awards 
administrator can do whatever the hell he likes.“ He alsa mentioned that 
he was “glad not to be lugging them [the awards are glass decanters] on 
the plane to Jersey,“ and expressed the heartfelt. wish that “they find 
sameone else ta do it next year,“
